Each regiment was 
to contain three battalions of 800 men, or 
2,400 to the regiment, making an augmen- 
tation of our standing army of 26,400 sol- 
diers. The regimens are abundantly offi- 
cered, but up to this day less than 4,000 re- 
cruits have been obtained—not enough for 
two regiments on the proposed plan. The 
officers selected to command these troops 
are mostly West Pointers, and are 
badly meeded in the field to com- 
mand the volunteers, Here are some five 
hundred commissioned officers drawing 
pay and rations, and waiting for their re- 
giments to fill up. The war will be over 
before that is done. Shall this waste of 
money and officers go on? Can public 
necessities afford it? We urge the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of War to put a stop 
to this business, and suggest tha: recruits 
already enlisted be used in part to fill up 
the old regiments, and what are left be col- 
lected into one new regiment and seat to | 
the seatof war. Let the officers be dis- 
tributed among the volunteer regimenis 
where their skill will be of great benefit to 
the army. A few Second Lieutenants 
might be left to continue the recruiting 
stations and pick up what men they can. |
